How Long Ro You Want 


to Wait for Light? 


Suppose the light bond issue carries at 
the special election next Saturday. 
Does 
that mean immediate relief from the dark 
streets and the inefficient lighting service 
that you are now receiving from the worn 
out municipal lighting plant? 
It is very evident to one who gives the 
matter thought that voting for the bond 
issu e does not mean lights for some 
time to come. 
Thus far the city has had no plans pre­ 
pared for the 
proposed 
reconstructed 
plant. 
Should the bond issue carry it 
will then be necessary for the city to 
have plans and specifications drawn up, 
advertise and accept bids for machinery, 
and arrange for the enormous amount of 
work necessary in building the transmis­ 
sion lines and setting the lamps. 
Such 
matters move slowly and we believe we 
are speaking conservatively when we es­ 
timate that under the bond plan the city 
would not be in position to enjoy the re­ 
constructed lighting system before the 
period of one year. 


Suppose the bond issue is defeated and 
the city enters into an agreement with 
this company to furnish the street light­ 
ing. 
W e stand ready to insert in our 
contract a clause providing that the com­ 
pany shall com m ense work within twen­ 
ty tour hours after the execution of the 
contract and that w e m ust complete the 
work 
within 
sixty days thereafter. 
Should w e fail in either of the above pro­ 
visions then the city shall have the option 
of declaring the contract void. 
The reason w e can m ake this promise 
is that w e are certain w e can complete 
the work of stringing the transmission 
lines and setting the 800 lamps within 
sixty days. 
W e will have no additional 
machinery to install at our plant, for that 
now in operation every day can pick up 
the city lighting load at any m om ent and 
carry it without the changing of a single 
nut. 
W e believe that if the citizens of Jack­ 
sonville desire immediate relief from 
darkness they will vote “NO” on the bond 
issue.

(“ Our gross annual revenue has 
now reached the $1,(Mio.non mark.'* 
declares Iloss.

depreciation on the plant, $200,000; 
operating expenses, $520,000, leav­ 
ing about $20*0,000 in profits for the 
city. 
This is what is being acronr, iish 
ed in the fact of the bittr competit­ 
ive war of the Puget Sound Trac­ 
tion, Light and Power Company, the 
$5 >,OOO,OOO combine of all the pri­ 
vately owned light and power cor­ 
poration in this part of the state. 
“ An examination of the municipal 
records discloses the fact that the 
citizens of Seattle have been from 
the earliest times predisposed 
to­ 
wards municipal ownership of pub­ 
lic utilities and especially that of 
lighting/’ declares Ross. 
The construction of the present 
lighting system, however, did not 
begin until 1 902. 
Its operation was 
started in 1 905. In 1905 thee 1 were 
2 13 arc lights, and 1,89 1 incande/' 
cent lights in service. 
Seven years 
later in 
1912 there were 692 arc 
lights, 5,514 incandescent lights aud 
1,631 cluster lights. 
Now Everyone here

Hates Decrease Steadily- 
Since the city entered the lighting 
business there lins been a steady de­ 
crease in the cost to the customer. 


deemed advisable to get the busi­ 
ness. 
“ There is considerable sentiment 
in fixing the price of lighting at the 
lost of production,” said Ross. 
“ I 
don't feel that this is advisable, how­ 
ever. 
That would give the private 
monopoly an advantage.

have a surplus on hand as a sort 
of war chest to be ready for any 
emergency in the struggle.” 
In the Inst annual report issued 
by tho Seattle lighting department 
there are numerous pictures of big 
buildings that the city lighting de­ 
partment has won from the private­ 
ly owned corporation.

With proper shades which do not 
absorb the light rays, and proper 
reflectors to direct the litfht where 
it is needed, the 2'5 watt lamps will 
give as much useful light as those 
of twice the size where the light is 
undirected and wasted.
